Justice Soon to Be Meted Out to Instigators,

NEW YORK, Sept. 1.8 — Confidence that the 


American anarchist fighters" who are believed now to 


have caused the disastrous bomb explosion in Wall 
street last Thursday would be brought to justice, was 
expressed today by William J. Flynn, chief of the 
)ureau of investigation of the department of justice. 


Chief Flymi who has charge of the federal investi- 


gation under the personal supervision 
of

General Palmer, said he was certain from the similarity 
of circulars found in a mail box near Wall street at the 
time of the explosion to those found at the ^ceiie of the 
bomb explosion in June 1919, that the same crowd o: 
terrorists was responsible for both outrages. 


"We had solved the mysteries of last year's bomb 


but were frustrated in bringing the criminals to justice 
when Alfredo Salesedo, whom v,e \\ere det,lining in the 
Xew York office of the bureau, jumped from a fourteen 
story window during the night and committed suicide/' 
said Flynn. "That tipped our band and the crowd got 
safely out of the country before we could nab them. 


More to Work On 


"Xow in this case, we have much more to work up- 


on at the start. The similarity of the circulars makes 
available all our knowledge of the gang who couimitltd 
the outrages last year. Most of this information 
has 


never been made public, and it \\ill be not wise to reveal 
it now. We even established Hie identity of one arar- 
chist who was killed by his own bomb in last year's ex 
plosion with much lc;>s evidence than we have in I lie 
present' case.
